The .electric probe, whicl 
rings a bell when a ball or any metalli 
substance imbedded in the muscles I 
readied, is found a valuable acquisition 
by army surgeons; and an application o 
the same nrinciple to surgical forceps ha 
enabled a Berlin oculist to save a me 
chanic's eye which had received a bit o 
steel. The case had become so urgen 
that the eye must be lost unless the piece 
of mi tal could be extracted without delay 
but I'r. Hirschberg, by inserting a soft 
iron probe and subsequently converting 
it int j a magnet by passing an electric 
current through it, withdrew the metallic 
partic Ic, and saved the eye. 


—The death was lately announced o: 


Mr. Y. A. Nobert, whose fine rulings on 
glass have given him a world-wide cele- 
brity. 
As test-plates for the power ol 


microscopes he ruled bands of lines ol 
varying fineness from 11,200 to 112,000 
to the English inch. It was formerly his 
opinion that lines so fine as the 1-112,- 
000th of an inch would never be seen re- 
solved in the microscope. This feat was 
accomplished, however, by Dr. Wood- 
ward; when Mr. Nobert immediately pro- 
duced a new plate, having one band of 
lines of a fineness of 224,000 to the Eng- 
lish inch. Whether or not these minute 
lines 'vill ever be seen cannot now be 
safely predicted. 
Mr. Nobert has always 


been \ ery reticent in regard to his meth- 
ods, and it is thought probable that no 
one is acquainted with the secret of his 
success. It may therefore befall us that 
Nobert's microscopic ruling is to be 
counted among the "lost arts."

—According to the studies of M. Heb- 


ert, the storms which reach the European 
coast i'tom America originate ior the 
most purt in Mexico, Central America, 
and the northern parts of South America; 
but they do not generally strike the At- 
lantic until after they have traversed a 
more or less extended part of the length 
of the ..North American Continent. The 
storms which originate in the United 
States reach Greenland, or pass the neigh- 
borhood of Iceland or the Faroe Islands, 
too far away to effect Europe. 


—Excavations commenced a short dis- 


tance from the walls of Pompeii, with a 
view of ascertaining the nature of the 
surroundings of the city, ha\e led to the 
discovery, within an area of a few square 
yards, of thirty skeletons, ten of which 
were huddled together in one room of a 
small suburban villa. Bracelets, neck- 
laces, earrings, and other objects, were 
found upon the bones. 


—In a paper on the organs of smell in 


insects Gustav Hauser describes several 
interesting experiments. > umerous spe- 
cies of insects, on approaching vessels 
containing turpentine or acetic acid, 
showed—by retreating and moving their 
antennae—a distinct perception of the 
smell. After the ends o! the antennae 
had been cut off, the same insects placed 
close to the vessels appeared quite insen- 
sible to the odors. A number of flies, 
which Iiad been attracted by a piece of 
putrid meat, showed no inclination to ap- 
proach it after portions of the antennae 
had bet n cut off.

act upon tin, and one case is reported in 
which persons were made violently sick 
from eating fruit preserved in tin cans,

—A curious experiment in heat is pet- 


formed with an apparatus devised by Dr. 
Grass!. The apparatus consists of three 
concentric vessels separated by annular 
spaces of about three-fourths of an inch. 
The outer space is filled with oil, and the 
inner with water. The oil is heated to a 
point above 212 degrees Fahrenheit, when 
the water begins to boil. Oil heated to 
300 decrees is then introduced into the 
central vessel, and falls rapidly to a tem- 
perature about that of the boiling water. 
Dr. Qrctsi finds that this central oil cools 
the moie quickly the greater the heat of 
the outer ring of oil—a result seemingly 
very paradoxical. 


—A writer in the Jewish World points 


out that, contrary to the received idea, 
the elder Rabbins of the Talmud taught 
that .the world was round. This is shown 
by a passage in which, in discussing idol- 
atry, the figures holding in the hand a 
baton, n bird, or globe were prohibited, 
because the baton symbolizes the domin- 
ion of the world, the bird that the world 
lies beneath it, and the globe is forbidden 
because it resembles the form of the world 
tself.

The Supreme Court of Kansas, with 


concurrence of all the justices, has pro- 
nounced 
the 
prohibitory amendment 


adopted in November last valid. Com- 
menting upon this decision, the Topeka 
Capital says • "The last hope of 
the 


whiskey power in Kansas is gone. They 
can now take down their signs, pack up 
their bawdy pictures, their mirrors, their 
screens, and the gambling devices which 
are a part of every rum-hole, and move on 
to Missouri or Texas. The people of 
Kansas are going to try the prohibition 
amendment. They said so at the polls, 
the Legislature made their will a law, and 
the Supreme Court gives the final deci- 
sion on the side of justice, law, and order. 
Whiskey must go. Thank God, Kansas 
has had the courage to say to the world 
that making drunkards is a crime !" 


Horace Mann said: "If temperance 


prevails, education can prevail, if tem- 
perance fails, education must fail. 


Mr. Philbrick, Superintendent of the 


public schools in Massachusetts, said: 
"The rum-shops are the antagonists of the 
public schools." And Lord Brougham 
told the British House of Peers that it 
was 'of no use to attempt to improve the 
morals of the people by giving them edu- 
cation if the beer shops continued to sow 
the seed* of immoral ity broadcast over 
the land." 


Judge Nathan Crosby, of Lowell, Mass., 


has written a series of thirteen letters, 
addressed to the citizens of Lowell, re- 
viewing and condemning the license law, 
and urging the importance of the prohi- 
bition, practically, of the liquor traffic, 
in which be says: 


"Fellow-citiiens, put down the grog 


shops and you will put up sobriety, pros- 
perity, peace, and respectability in like 
ratio.

bath houses to be made like those at 
Mahattan Beach, $30,000; boat houses, 
bath houses, and restaurant, Ludlam Bay, 
$20,000; railway from Ludlam Bay to 
Townsend's Inlet, $45,000; hotel at 
Townsend's Inlet, $20,000 ; turnpike to 
Mainland, $7,000, electric lamps, $15,- 
000, railroad connecting with the West 
Jersey road bet« een Mount Pleasant and 
Seaville, $50,000; fifteen cottages for 
winter residence, $60,000, fifteen cot- 
tages for summci use only, $30,000 sen 
wall and embankment, $50,000 , movable 
railway, locomotive and gravel trains, 
$20,000, incidental improvements, $26,- 
000; sundry improvements and margin 
on proposed expenses, $63,000.

—In the United States Circuit Court, 


Philadelphia, last Monday, before Judges 
McKennan and Butler, aigument was 
heard upon an application for an order to 
commit the president and officers of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company for con- 
tempt.

A 
the Quaker Insane Asylum in York, Ene 
land, under the charge of Dr. Tuke, 1 
was commonly treated by informing th 
p -tient that he would not be permitted to 
pat. 
A plate of food was placed befor 


him, and then suddenly snatched away 
Of course he became anxious to do wha 
he was told he should not do.

IBS HOUSEHOLD 


WHITEWASH FOB Ol'T-HOr8£S AND j 


FBKcw.-r-Xhf ingredient! are unslockcd 
lime, «W*e vitrW, nnd salt. The propor- 
tion* are one bushel of lime (which must 
be slacked n i th hot water), two and a 
half pound* of white vitro), and four 
pounds of salt. This colors white. If 
you prefer a ilrab color, add htlf.a pound 
of French blur and tiro pounds of Indian 
red. The acUantagc of this recipe i« its 
cheapness anil durability. 
The whole 


cost of giving two coat* of paint that will 
wear like iron, to neven thousand square 
feet of wall or pltnk, is one dollar and 
ten cents. 


BI-CK AM. BECK PICKLE.— Three 


beads of firm hard cabbnge, one peck of 
green tomatoes, half a peck of ripe to- 
matoe*, one dozen onions, half a dozen 
each of green .md red peppers, two pounds 
of sugar, all t<> be chopped fine, ana salted 
overnight, lit the morning squeeze the 
water from it 
Put the vegetables In the 


kettle with vinegar epougfc to oover them. 
Simmer the whole for three hours to- 
gether. Just before removing from the 
fire, add a tea cupful of grated horse-rad- 
ish. The otl or seasonings are a table- 
spoonful of ground mustard, the same of 
whole white mustard seed, the same of 
blcck mustard seed, one-half ounce of 
mac*, one-hall ounce of cloves, a tuble- 
upoonful of black pepper, and three ta- 
ble-spoonfuls of celery seed. 


PI'I>I>INU. — Take one 


pound, of floui , three-quarters of a pound 
of sugar, Jialf a pound of butter, Mid one 
po'md of clean Smyrna raisins, a tea- 
spoonful of bicarbonateof soda, dissolved 
in a cup of sour milk or buttermilk, and 
added the last thing. Be sure to save 
out a little nf the flour, wherewith to 
sprinkle the fruit well before putting into 
the batter. Send to table hot, served 
with sauce. 


LAMB Ccn STB.— Take n pound of un- 


derdone roast lamb, cut it into small 
pieces, then pound them in a mortar to 
make a smooth paste, season with pepper 
nnd salt, beat up the yolk? of two eggs 
and mix smoothly with the mass. Press 
it out the thickness of n lamb cutlet; 
with a sharp knife cut it into pieces shaped 
like cutlets, >tip them in beaten eggs, 
then in bread-crumbs and fry in hot lard. 
Serve on a hot platter surrounding a pile 
of boiled green peas. This is one of the 
nicest ways of using up cold meat , cold 
chicken or tut key i>my be used instead of 
lamb or mutton — and even beef is possi- 
ble. 


POTTED BI.EF.— Tuke three pounds of 


beef well saltrd, pick out any gristle or 
skin that may be in it. 
Pound the meat 


carefully in a stoue moi tar with a little 
butter until it becomes n fine paste. Sea- 
son it by degrees as you arc beating it, 
with black pepper, allspice, or pounded 
cloves, mace, or grated nutmeg. Put it 
in pots, pressi ng it down as closely as pos- 
sible, and co\ ering it about a quarter of 
an inch thick with clarified butter. 


BUTTERED LOBSTER — Boil and break 


up the lobster, take out the meat, cut it 
into small bits, and then put it into n 
stewpan with plenty of fresh butter, a lit- 
tle pepper, suit, and' wtoegar and itir.tUl 
it is hot. Surround tbq niiaoe on the 
dish when served with *, border of water 
cress brightened here and there with a 
lobster claw. 


In common with other young house- 


keepers, I had a great deal of trouble at 
first in finding the lx*t places for things. 
and ttion inrcinemberiog wbere I had nut 
them ; for example, wfctti the «toVM*MO 
put up, and the tin coreW'lbr"tn>liSWev 
pipe holes were laid away, in the confu- 
sion incident to the spring cleaning I 
could not remember where they were, and 
wasted a good deal of time looking in 
probable and improbable places for them; 
this is only one example. I hit upon a 
plan which has operated well. I bought 
for a few cents a little leather covered 
note book, and when I put away things 
that are wanted only once or twice a year 
"make a note of it," and so do not have 
to burden m) memory with it. It proved 
« great help. The note book is useful, 
too, in other ways. Frequently one for- 
gets to do some really important thing 
which she intended to do at a certain 
time, and though she may suffer a good 
deal from the vague and troublesome im- 
pression which is all that memory will 
help her to, she cannot recall what it is. 
It takes but little time to write down a 
sentence in a little note book, and it will 
serve as a faithful reminder. It is par- 
ticularly helpful to the woman who is 
alone in her house, and has no one to con- 
sult with or to assist. 


A EOBIJST IMAGINATION.

Everybody now paid the closest atten-

"It was thin way. Gottdbwood boards 


warp like thunder in the sun. A board 
would begin to hump us back up about 9 
o'clock in thr morning and in a half an 
hour it would turn over. By 11 it would 
warp the other wry with heat and make 
another flop. Each time it turned it 
moved a couple of feet, always following 
the sun toward the west. The first sum- 
mer I lived in Brownvi'le over 16,000 
feet of lumber skipped out to the hills the 
day before I had advertised a house rais- 
in'. 1 went to the county seat to attend 
a fovfuit and when I cotfback there wasn't 
a stick of timber left. It had strayed 
•way into the upland*. An ordinary 
board would climb a two-mile hill during 
a hot week, and when it struck the tim- 
ber it would keep worming in and out 
among the trees like a garter snake. 
Even farmer in the State had to keep 
shepherd dogs to follow his lumber around 
the country, keep it .together, and show 
where it wo* m the morning. We didn't 
need any flumes there for lumber. We 
•awed It east of the place we wanted to 
use it, and let it warp itself to its desti- 
nation, wift men and dogs to head it off 
at the right time; we never lost a stick. 
Well, here comes the jury," continued the 
jndn. "The witnesses lied so I guess they 
will disagree."—Corstm City Appeal.
